How- 
ever, almost all of the buildings were converted, machinery in- 
stalled, hardening furnaces set up - nd the floors newly cemented. 
phe fitting of the interior was not completed in iarch 1948. Ger- 
men pw engineers and draftsmen who worked in the bureau of the 
plant said thet it was assigned to the ,erodynomic Institute. 


Installations: (Sec «mnex 2): 


the plant covered a site of about ScoxeloO meters.

(1) <vecording to sovict workers a specinl lorge WV 
stallod in the northern section of the building, which was &52 
29 meters. The floor of this section was cemented in the spring 
of 1947. Two electric hardcning furnaces 2 meters square and 
about 1.8 to 2 meters high wore under construction in iarch 1947, 
Sable @itehes about 30 om deep and covered with planks led from 
the furnaces through the workshop.

(2) Overhend reils were peing fitted in the eastern section of the 
shop. These rails, in an oval, 8 to 942) meters, were supported 
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by 3-meter steel frames. Twenty-five mobile sheet steel carriers, 
about 4 meter above the floor, were suspended from these rails. 

A gallery is meters wide, was built half-way up the walls of this 
POOM.s 


(3) The middle section of the workshop, 20 x 10 meters, housed 
the formery. The floor was covered with wooden and sand molds 

and castings, the castings being the same as those produced in 

Plant No. 45. - 


(4) A forge was being installed in the soutlern section which 

is 20 meters square. Two forge fires, one grinding machine, one anvil, 
three electric hardening furnaces 1.5 x 2 x 0.9 meters resting 

‘on 0.8-meter-high iron supports, and an oil~burning furnace 2 

meters square and 2 meters high were observed in this room. In 

the middle of the eastern wall was a foundation, 2 x 14 meters 

and 1 meter deep. Castings were made and the moulds projected 80 cm above 
the surface. 


be. The old forge (item 2) had been stripved of all equipment . 
New machinery was not installed. — 


ec. The large workshop (item 3) was not entered by source. it is 
connected with the administration building by a 15-meter-long 
‘closed passage resting on steel frames. 


d. Workshop 4 which source saw only once was divided into 
several departments. -Fellow~PWs whowre employed there told him 
that this building was equipped with lathes, milling and planing 
machines. oe oO, 


e. Old aircraft wings were stored in the open on this storage 
site (item 5), Several sheds filled with construction material 
were set up gutside the fence.
